I have  the  lionoiir  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1914,  from  wliich  it  will  be  seen  tliat  the 
health  of  the  district  is  \ei‘j  satisfactory. 

The  district  is  more  or  less  that  of  a residential  district, 
the  occupation  of  the  working  classes  being  mostly  that 
of  agricultural  and  public  works,  wliilst  there  are  two  or 
three  factories  emplo^ung  a fair  number  of  hands. 

I estimate  the  population  taken  at  the  middle  of  the 
year  to  be  6,584. 


BIRTHS. 

186  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  and  the 
birth-rate  was  20*64,  showing  a slight  increase  to  that  of 
Ihe  previous  year.  The  birth-rate  for  London  was  24‘86, 
whilst  that  for  England  and  Wales  was  23*6,

DEATHS. 

Sixty-three  deatlis  were  registered  in  the  district  (males 
36,  females  27),  and  the  crnde  death-rate  was  9'56.  The 
number  of  non-residents  A\'ho  died  in  the  district  was 
5,  whereas  the  nnmher  of  residents  registered  outside  the 
district  was  16,  making  a correct  total  of  74  deaths,  which 
gives  a death-rate  of  11*23  per  1,000,  whilst  that  of 
London  was  14*4,  and  for  England  and  Wales  13'6. 

Th  is  death-rate  is  a slight  increase  on  that  for  the  year 
1913,  when  the  death-rate  was  10*36  per  1,000. 

The  principal  causes  of  the  deaths  were  that  of  diseases 
of  the  Respiratory  Organs  and  allied  diseases.  Only 
three  deaths  occurred  under  the  Zymotic  Class.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  was  73'53 
per  1,000  of  the  births,  as  against  38*16  for  the  previous 
year;  the  year  of  1913  being  very  exceptional.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  London  was  103,  whilst  that 
for  England  and  Wales  was  105  per  1,000  of  the  births.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Infantile  Purulent  Ophthalmia  is  now  a notifiable 
disease,  and  during  the  year  one  case  was  notified; 
thorough  enquiries  were  made  into  the  case  in  question. 

As  you  will,  no  doubt,  remember,  I commented  upon 
the  seriousness  of  this  disease  in  my  last  Annual  Report, 


and  it  ivS  very  pleasing  to  note  that  only  one  case  occurred 
during  the  year. 


Tuberculosis. 

Pulmonary  T uherculori'i. — Eighteen  notifications  were 
received  during  the  year  (13  in  East  Molesej"  and  5 in 
West  Molesey)  ; and  full  particulars  are  re^'orded  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Pegula- 
tions,  1913. 

Other  Forms  of  T j/herculosis. — Seven  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  (other  tlian  Pidmonary)  were  received;  6 in 
Ihmt  Molesey  and  1 in  West  Molesey.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  for  the 
previous  year  was  23  (Pulmonary  17,  other  forms  6),  as 
against  25  for  the  year  under  consideration. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  where  necessary,  and  careful

attention  is  given  to  the  sanitation  of  the  premises  from 
whence  cases  are  notified.

Two  deaths  from  Cancer  were  reported  during  the  year 
(two  females  in  East  Molesey),  as  against  12  tor  the  year

Two  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease  during  the 
year,  whereas  for  the  previous  year  one  death  only  was 
recorded. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  on  the  constant 
system  and  obtained  from  the  mains  of  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board. 
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MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  approximately  about  70  milch  cows  in  the 
district,  and  quarterly  inspection  is  made  by  the  Council’s 
Veterinary  Inspector  to  detect  any  sign  of  disease  in  the 
animals.  Periodical  inspection  is  also  made  of  the  whole 
of  the  Cowsheds,  Milkshops  and  Dairies  in  the  district 
by  the  Council’s  Sanitarj"  Inspector. 

From  a return  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  respecting  the  work  of  the  County  Inspector 
liiider  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  I find  that  14 
samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  this  district  during  the 
year,  but  none  discovered  adulterated. 

SEAVAOE  AND  DP  AIN  AGE. 

The  sewage  of  the  district  is  treated  on  the  principles 
of  precipitation  and  intermittent  downw  ard  filtration. 

There  are  still  one  oi‘  two  premises  in  the  district  not 
connected  with  the  public  sewer  and  which  drain  into 
cesspools,  and  careful  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
premises  in  question. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

During  the  vear  four  Demolition  Orders  were  made  by 
the  Council  respecting  four  cottages  previously  mentioned 
by  me  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  viz.  : Nos.  1 and  2 
Hanson’s  Cottages,  and  Nos.  I and  2 Cann’s  Cottages, 
Sewage  Works  Approach  Road. 

The  inspections  made  by  the  Sanitarr^  Inspector  are 
set  out  in  conformity  with  the  Regulations. 

FOOD. 

Food  inspection  in  all  its  branches  is  of  great 
importance,  and  the  branch  dealt  with  mostly  during  the 
year  was  that  of  Meat  Inspection  ; careful  attention  being 
given  to  this  matter  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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A (juaiitity  of  meat  has  l)eeii  surreiulered  dining  the 
yeai',  and  it  is  gratifying  to  he  able  to  report  that  no  legal 
l>roeednre  had  to  be  brought  into  operatioii  respecting  any 
article  of  food  coming  before  onr  notice. 

SCHOOLS. 

* 

The  attendance  was  good.  The  East  Molesey  Infants’ 
School  was  closed  for  a few  weeks  in  the  spring  owing  to 
an  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough. 


GENERAL. 

Billeted  Troops. — In  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  I have 
given  due  attention  to  military  matters  concerning  this 
district.  A certain  number  of  troops  were  billeted  in 
Ihree  empty  houses  on  the  River  Bank  during*  the  latter 
part  of  the  year,  and  inspections  were  made  of  the  houses 
in  question  in  conjunction  with  the  Council’s  Sanitarj^ 
Inspector,  and  attention  given  to  all  matters  concerning 
my  department,  and  due  co-operation  given  me  by  the 

Militarv  Authorities.

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  no  case  of  infectious 
disease  has  occurred  amongst  any  of  the  men  in  question. 

Belguui  Hostels. — There  are  two  Belgiaii  Hostels  in  the 
districts  (one  in  Vine  Road  and  one  in  Manor  Road),  and 
inspections  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  by  myself 
and  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  attention  given  to  all  matters 
relating  to  public  health. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  from  the  Manor 
Road  Hostel. 

Flooding  of  Certain  Farts  of  the  District.  — At  two 
different  periods  of  the  year  certain  parts  of  the  district 
were  affected  by  flooding  by  the  Rivers  Thames  and  Mole. 
Although  damage  and  inconvenience  was  occasioned 
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thereby,  no  amoniit  of  ill-liealth  or  any  case  of  infectioiis 
disease  can  be  in  any  wrty  attrilinted  thereto,  which  is 
very  gratifying  to  report, 

The  Report  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  is  hereto 
appended,  showing  details  of  the  v'arious  matters  dealt 
uith  during  the  year. 

In  concluding  my  Report,  I would  acknowledge  the 
able  and  energetic  manner  in  which  Mr.  William  Tillcock 
has  carried  out  liis  work  during  the  year;  also  to  express 
my  thanks  for  his  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report.  I would  also  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  of  the  Matron  (Miss  L.  Jackson)  and 
Nursing  Staff  of  the  Isolation  Hospital.

In  piirsiiaiice  with  the  Orders  of  the  Local  GoA^ernmeiit 
Board,  I have  the  honour  to  present  to  von  my  Second 
Annual  Report,  in  wliich  particulars  are  recorded  of  the 
uork  })erformed  in  connection  with  ihe  inspection  of  the 
district,  under  the  superAusion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  AYORKING  CLASSES  ACTS. 

The  fouj‘  cottages  reported  in  my  last  Annual  Report 
as  being  dealt  with  under  Section  IT  of  the  Housing, 
ToAvn  Idanning,  &c.,  Act,  1909,  viz.  : Nos.  I and  2, 
Hanson’s  cottages,  Esher  Road,  East  Molesey,  and  Nos.  I 
and  2,  Cann’s  Cottages,  Sewage  AYorks  Approach  Road, 
AVest  Molesey,  have  l>een  fully  under  discussion  by  the 
Council,  and  at  tlieir  last  meeting  for  tlie  year,  under 
consideration.  Demolition  Orders  Avere  made. 

It  may  here  be  mentioned  that  Police  Court  proceedings 
liad  to  be  instituted  against  the  Occupier  of  No.  2, 
Ha  nson’s  Cottages,  for  failing  to  Amcate  the  premises, 
and  an  Order  of  the  Court  Avas  made  Avhich  was  complied 
Avith. 

HOUSING  (INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT) 
REGULATIONS,  1910. 

During  the  past  year  23  inspections  Avere  made  under 
tliese  Regulations,  and  full  particulars  are  recorded  in  an 
appended  table. 
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HOUSE  DEAINAGE,  Etc. 

At  tile  houses  from  Avheiice  eases  of  infectious  disease 
were  notified,  the  drains  and  sanitary  appliances  have 
been  examined,  and  in  most  cases  the  smoke  test  applied, 
as  also  in  certain  cases  Avhere  complaints  have  been  made, 
and  in  12  cases  defects  were  discovered. 

The  drains  at  No.  12(),  AValton  Itoad,  were  relaid  after 
hein"  found  defective  on  an  inspection  being  made  as  the 
result  of  a complaint  of  constant  stoppages. 

Certain  drainage  works  were  executed  at  Immisch’s 
Launch  Works,  Platts  Eyot.  The  matter  liaAniig  been 
referred  to  by  tlie  Factory  Inspector,  1 insiiected  tlie 
drainage  and  sanitary  apiiliances,  ami  found  them  to  be 
of  an  antiquated  type  and  in  a very  had  state. 


INFECTIOITS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 

During  the  year  under  notice  eiujuiries  lun^e  been  made 
into  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  and  disinfection 
carried  out  in  Tl  cases,  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health;  and  certain  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  has 
been  disinfected  in  the  Council’s  Disinfector  at  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital.  xV  number  of  iiremises  have  also  been 
disinfected  after  cases  of  Cancer,  Phthisis  and  other 
varied  complaints  upon  the  instructions  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 


SLAITOHTER-HOHSES. 

The  slaughter-liouses  in  the  district — four  in  number, 
including  one  knacker’s  yard  and  one  registered 
slaughter-house — have  receirxd  careful  attention,  and  the 
occupiers  have  rendered  me  CA^ery  assistance  during  the 
course  of  my  duties  in  connection  thereAvith,  and,  as  far 
as  practicable,  I liaA-e  made  Ausits  during  the  progress  of 
slaughtering,  and  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  I 
haA^e  not  .found  it  necessary  to  report  any  matters  to  the 
Council  for  the  institution  of  proceedings  of  any  kind.  In 
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iwo  or  tlireo  instances  the  organs  of  animals  have  been 
found  to  be  alfected  with  parasitic  disease  and  destroyed 
upon  attention  being  called  to  same. 

The  food  surrendered  during  the  year  was  as  follows  : — 
Carcase  and  organs  of  cow;  head  of  heifer;  six  sheep’s 
livers;  and  three  pigs’  livers. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILESHOPS. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  six  persons  on  the 
Register  as  Cowkeepers  and  six  as  ftairymen  and 
Purveyors  of  Milk.  An  application  was  received  for 
Registration  as  a Cowkeeper  and  re])orted  upon  ; and  one 
r'owkeeper  has  been  removed  from  the  Register  owing  to 
the  fact  that  he  has  discontinued  keeping  cows. 

Inspections  have  been  made  from  time  to  time,  strict 
attention  being  given  to  cleanliness  of  the  premises, 
utensils,  etc.,  and  in  nearly  every  case  found  to  be  in  a 
cleanly  condition. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  necessary  inspections  have  been  made  under  this 
Act,  and  I have  tabulated  the  necessary  details  required 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healtli. 

The  occupiers  have  given  me  every  facility  for 
inspection,  and  the  minor  defects  discovered  during  the 
course  of  my  inspections  have  been  readily  dealt  with. 

The  number  of  factories  and  workshops  in  the  district 
is  57,  and  the  approximate  number  of  employees  286. 

BAKEHOHSES. 

The  Bakehouses  in  the  district  are  seven  in  number, 
th  is  being  one  less  than  the  previous  year  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  one  bakehouse  is  now  unused.  Frequent 
inspections  have  been  made,  and  I am  pleased  to  be  able 
lo  report  that  I have  not  had  cause  to  report  any  contra- 
ventions of  the  Regulations, 


GENERAL  MATTERS. 


Since  the  great  European  Crisis,  I have,  in  conformity 
with  the  Orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  in 
conjunction  with  tlie  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  made 
inspections  of  the  houses  wliere  troops  liave  been 
quartered,  and  also  of  the  Belgian  Refugee  Hostels.  A 
few  minor  defects  were  discovered  at  one  or  two  of  the 
houses  where  troops  were  in  occui)ation  and  readily  dealt 
with. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  very  few  cases 
of  offensive  accumulations  have  l)een  found  during  the 
year.  One  case,  how^ever,  was  the  subject  of  a notice  and 
authorisation  given  for  the  institution  of  legal  pro- 
ceedings, which,  however,  has  not  been  found  necessary. 

In  conclusion  of  my  Report,  I beg  to  tender  my 
gratitude  to  the  Council,  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Public  Health  and  Isolation  Hospital  C'ommittee,  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  kind  support  given 
to  me  in  the  ])erformance  of  my  various  duties.
